DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 
CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible for 
continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely 
paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. 
Applicant's submission filed on November 18, 2009 has been entered. 

2. Claims 1-46 were previously pending, with claims 4-17, 20, 21, 24, 25 and 27-46 withdrawn 
from consideration. Applicant amended claims 1, 11, 15, 16 and 29, cancelled claims 4 and 20 and 
added new claims 47-54. Claims 1-3, 5-19 and 21-54 are pending. 

3. Applicant's claim amendments and arguments overcame all of the previously presented 
claim rejections. Since the previously examined claims 1-3, 18, 19, 22, 23 and 26 are allowed, all of 
the previously withdrawn claims are rejoined with the above claims. Therefore the allowed claims 
are 1-3, 5-19 and 21-54. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's invention is 
a polymerase-nucleic acid complex in which a polymerase is a type A or B polymerase and is 
attached to a solid support via an attachment complex which has components on both sides of a 
DNA-binding cleft; and a method of using such complex. The closest prior art reference, Stemple et 
al. (U.S. Patent No. 7,270,951 Bl) teaches an immobilized polymerase-DNA complex, but with the 
anchor attached to the N-terminus of the polymerase (see Fig. 3, for example).
